Well-kept, 
healthy nails a**uredly add to the 
appearance, b ut they are impor­ 
tant in other way s too. Not only 
do they protect th# tips of the 
fingers hut allow us much more 
dexterity than w# would have 
without them. 
in addition, the appearance of 
the nails— au naturel and without 
polish, of course—may b e of some 
help to the doctor in indicating 
some unusual or ab normal condi­ 
tion. For example, a nervous, 
high-strung person may have b it­ 
ten nail*. People who have long 
continued heart or lung disorders 
may have b lue nails with some 
swelling of the ends of the finger*. 
After severe illness such as scar­ 
let fever, there may b e ridges 
crosswise on the nails. Psoriasis, 
a skin condition which causes a 
scaly eruption particularly over 
the elb ows and knees, may cause 
the nails to b e pitted. 
The White A rse 
The 
finger nails grow. The 
growing part is the white or half­ 
moon area at the b ase of the nails. 
It Las b een noted that the nails 
grow more actively during preg­ 
nancy and in warm weather. The 
nails of y oung people grow faster 
than those of older ones. 
White spots in the nails are 
called leukony chia. They are due 
to air in the sub stance of the nails 


which is deposited there daring 
growth. They may , perhaps, occur 
if, during manicuring, the nail 
b ase is pushed b ack too vigor­ 
ously . 
Brittle Nails 


Another common (Laorder of th# 
nails is b rittleness. Among the 
causes suggested for this condi­ 
tion are repeated injury as in 
ty pewriting, a deficiency of vita­ 
min A. or the frequent use of the 
wrong kind of nail polish remover. 
If the nails split, the use of a file 
or emery b oard should b e avoided. 
It is suggested, rather, that th# 
nail b e clipped b ehind the split 
arca. Putting on some mild oil 
may help to prevent b rittleness of 
the nails although, of course, th# 
oil wall not strengthen the naiL 
In persons suffering from ane­ 
mia or a lack of coloring in the 
b lood, or from some long contin­ 
ued sickness, the nails may b e­ 
come spoon-shaped, with a de­ 
pression in the center of them. 
Ringworm infection may do a 
great deal of damage to tile nails 
as may also eczema, a chronic 
skin disease. In ringworm the 
nails b ecome soft, lose their luster 
and are no longer transparent. 
Ab out the same sort of changes 
may ,occur in eczema. 
If the nails are not normal, of 
course, a skin specialist should b e 
consulted who will determine what 
disorder is present and advise 
proper treatm ent. If the nails are 
normal, they should b e kept that 
way with proper care.

In addition, the appearance of 
the nails—eu naturel and without 
polish, of course—may be of some 
help to the doctor in indicating 
some unusual or abnormal condi­ 
tion. For example, rn nervous, 
bigh-etrung person may have bit­ 
ten nails. People who have long 
continued heart or lung dmorders 
may have blue nails with some 
■welling of the ends of the finger*. 
After severe illness such ss scar­ 
let fever, there may be ridges 
cros*wise on the nails. Psoriasis, 
a skin condition which causes rn 
scaly eruption particularly over 
the elbows and knees, may caus* 
the nails to be pitted. 
The White Are* 
The finger nails grow. The 
growing part is th# white or half­ 
moon area at the base of the nails. 
It has been noted that the nails 
grow more actively during pi te ­ 
nancy and in warm weather. The 
nails of young people grow faster 
than those of older ones. 
White spots in the nails are 
called leukonychia. They ara due

Among th* 
causes suggested for this condi­ 
tion are repeated injury as in 
typewriting, a deficiency of vita­ 
min A. or the frequent use of the 
wrong kind of nail polish remover, 
Ii the nails split, the use of a file 
or emery board should be awoided. 
It is suggested, rather, that the 
natl be clipped behind the split 
area. Putting on some mild oil 
may help to prevent brittleness of 
the nails although, of course, th# 
oil will not strengthen th* nail. 
In persons suffering from ane­ 
mia or a lack of coloring in the 
blood, or from some long contin­ 
ued sickness, the nails may be­ 
come spovn-shaped, with a de­ 
pression in the center of them. 
Ringworm infection may do a 
great deal of damage to tile nails 
as may also eczema, a chronic 
skin disease. In ringworm the 
nails become soft, lose their luster 
and are no longer transparent. 
About th* sam* sort of changes 
may.occur in eczema. 
lf th* nail* are not normal, of 
course, rn skin specialist should be 
consulted who will determine what 
disorder is present end advise 
proper treatment. If the nails ar* 
normal, they should be kept that 
way with proper car#
